VIENTIANE, Laos (U PI)-T he 
pro-Communist 
rebels of Laos 
.suddenly called for another front 
line truce meeting today and gov 
ernment negotiators flew off to 
the village of Hin Heup to meet 
them. 


The surprise development came 
after the rebels had snubbed the 
government cease-fire team Sun­ 
day.

Yellow is the color of spring 
Best of all, say many, is dan­ 
delion wine and there are hun­ 
dreds of differing recipes for 
the wine, varying mostly in the 
amount of sugar that’s required. 
Some like it sweet, some like 
it bitter. 


Here’s one recipe native to 
Tullytown Borough and passed 
along by John Zuckerow, who 
was born and brought up * 
Tullytown. 


In Lower Bucks County — yel­ 
low for daffodils, forsythia and, 
most of all, dandelions. 


You see them everywhere, 
toe 
dandelions 
sprouting 
up 
along the I^vittown Parkway, 
In otherwise smooth and beauti­ 
ful lawns, along the embank­ 
ments of the highways, even in 
a crack of the pavement. 


And lf you don’t have enough 
in your own yard, you can buy 
dandelion seeds 
and 
p l a n t 
more. Several of the major seed 
Companies market the seeds. 


That’s liecause the dandelion 
is among the most edible of our 
weeds. Every part of it except 
the stem can be 
made into 
some sort of food or drink. And 
there’s nothing poisonous about 
the stem; it’s just too bitter for 
human consumption.

Actually, the dandelion is not 
native to this country. Accord­ 
ing to David Benner, botanist 
at Washington Crossing S t a t e 
Park, it was brought over here 
centuries ago from Europe and 
it took root, all too well. 
The dandelion is known as 
taraxacum taraxacum and it be­ 
longs to the chicory family. Its 
roots can be ground up to make 
a substitute for chicory, 
and 
Chicory, (Chie) is used as a 
substitute for coffee. 


The recipe make* ©ne quart 
for medicinal purposes only. 
Pick a quart of dandelion 
flowers, Hie flowers only. And 
pick them before ll in the 
morning, when the gold is still 
on toe dandelions, 


Parboil toe flowers for five 
minutes and strain them. Add 
one pound of sugar, one quar­ 
tered 
orange, 
one 
quartered 
lemon and 
one 
yeast 
cake. 
Strain again and allow It to 
ferment for at least a week in 
uncorked bottles.

Zuckerow 
says, 1$ to use only earthen­ 
ware or wooden containers, not 
glass and certainly not metal.

through, ifs ready to drink, al­ 
though the longer M ages, the 
better it is.

The cheers never waned until 
they arrived at the Capitol for a 
jubilant reception by the Congress 
in toe old Supreme Court Cham­ 
ber. 
Shares Credit 
Shepard, a lithe figure of a 
man in a dark green suit with al­ 
most invisible brown check, took 
the applause modestly. From toe 
first to last he insisted that Fri­ 
day’s feat was the work not of 
one man but of the hundreds 
and thousands of men and women 
in the Mercury man-in-space pro­ 
gram. 
Mrs. Shepard had been at An­ 
drews to meet the astronaut on 
his arrival after a flight of 2 
hours ami ll minutes from Grand 
Bahama. That was when he col­ 
lected his kiss. 
Twenty-three minutes later, at 
10:08 a.m., EDT., he was on toe 
south lawn of the White House 
shaking hands with President and 
Mrs. Kennedy, with Vice Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, and 
other dignitaries gathered to do 
him honor. 


Kennedy, bareheaded under a 
hazy sun and perspiring in toe 
heat of a muggy May day, pre­ 
sented Shepard with the Distin­ 
guished Service Medal of the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration, 
NASA’s 
highest 
award. 
Stands At Attention 


Shepard, grinning broadly a me 
ment earlier, stood ram-rod stiff 
as Kennedy read toe citation, and 
accompanied it with his warm 
personal congratulations. 


In his welcoming remarks just 
before he decorated Shepard, Ken­ 
nedy said “I think they know how 
proud we are of him and what 
great satisfaction his accomplish­ 
ment has given us . . . ” 


He said of the other astronauts: 
“Our pride in them is equal.” 


Hie President said Shepard’s 
flight was "a common effort” 
and all of the astronauts deserved 
credit for the feat. 


“I think we should give them 
aU a hand,” Kennedy told the 
crowd on hand for toe ceremony 
in the White House rose garden. 


Arrives By Copter 


Shepard arrived on the White 
House grounds by helicopter. 
Shepard had flown into space 
and lame last Friday and had 
spent the intervening time at 
Grand Bahama Island before fly­ 
ing to Andrews Air Force Base, 
Md., by jet this morning.

’Encouraged,’ 


Shepard Says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Cmdr. 
Alan B. Shepard Jr. said today 
the astronauts were “very much 
pleased and encouraged” by his 
space flight and would p r e s s 
ahead now with the greatest pos­ 
sible speed. 


Appearing before a jammed 
news conference after his tri­ 
umphal arrival in Washington, 
Shepard said the Mercury Proj­ 
ect felt several significant things 
were learned from his historic 
suborbital flight last Friday. 
One of these, he said, was that 
—as the man in the space craft— 
he actually could exercise control 
over some of its devices in re­ 
troactive firing and re-entry into 
the earth’s atmosphere. 
He was introduced by Robert 
R. Gilruth, director of the Mer­ 
cury Project, who said that the 
flight was “extremely productive” 
and had yielded “a large amount 
of test data.” 
Gilruth said Shepard had been 
“extremely cool during that long 
count down” and had done a fine 
job test flying the vehicle. 


Gilruth called it “an extremely 
tense but productive flight.” He 
added there would be “many 
tough flights ahead.” 


Shepard said there were few se­ 
crets about the project, a fact 
that was “annoying at times,” 
but that a free society was en­ 
titled to know what was going on.

On Motion 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - Law­ 
rence B. Sheppard, chairman of 
the state Harness Racing Com­ 
mission, today attempted to throw 
the controversial question of li­ 
censing sulky betting tracks into 
the open through public hearings. 
In a meeting at which Com­ 
missioner Martin J. Cusick, Sha­ 
ron, was absent, Sheppard moved 
in turn that the applications of 
12 proposed tracks be approved. 
When Edward J. Kane, Philadel­ 
phia, the other commissioner, fail­ 
ed to second any of the motions, 
Sheppard ruled that the applica­ 
tions had been denied, and the 
applicants now were entitled to a 
public tearing on an appeal. 
Kane termed Sheppard’s action 
“unilateral” and took the posi­ 
tion that the chairman had not 
followed proper procedure. 
“As far as I am concerned, 
there has been no refusal.” Kane 
said. “I didn’t refuse anybody 
anything.” 
No Formal Procedure 
The problem revolves around 
the fact that the commission has 
never established formal Hiles for 
its meetings. Normally, a failure 
to second a motion means no ac­ 
tion was taken on the motion. 
Sheppard took his action against 
the advice of the commission 
counsel, Deputy Atty. Gen. Harry 
L. Rossi, who recommended a 
“go slow” attitude while two 
court cases challenging commis­ 
sion procedure are still under 
commission. 
“I think the procedure is in 
question and we should await the 
decision of the state Supreme 
Court,” Rossi advised. “It’s the 
logical, practical thing to do.” 
But Sheppard said he “could 
not follow that reasoning,” and 
cited “delay after delay after de­ 
lay” in getting harness racing 
underway. 
The commission on April 5 
granted the Liberty Bell Racing 
Association of Philadelphia a pro­ 
visional license to operate a pari* 
mutuel track on the boundary be­ 
tween Philadelphia and 
Bucks 
County. The group is headed by 
James 
P. 
Clark, 
Philadelphia 
Democratic finance chairman.
